• To use the unit, you must install batteries. 

• Open battery cover as illustrated. 

Install or replace four new batteries, making sure the 
polarities (+ and -) on the battery match the polarities on 
the case. 

• Replace battery cover. 

• It the Low Battery indicator "bt" appears on the display, 
all batteries must be replaced. 

• "AAA" alkaline batteries or equivalent are suitable for this 
blood pressure meter. 




Attaching the Finger Cuff 
and Posture During 
Measurement 

• Slide the Finger Size Adjuster to the far left so that the 
finger cuff is fully open. 

• Insert your left index finger fully into the "finger cuff". 

• Slide the Finger Size Adjuster to the right until your finger 



Rest left elbow on a table so that the finger cuff is at heart 
level. Relax the lower arm across the table and remain still. 
Perform measurements in either a seated or reclining pos- 
ture.

• Press the "POWER" button to turn unit on. 



After all symbols appear and the display shows '0' the 
unit is ready for measurement.

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• To begin measurement, press START switch, the unit will 
automatically begin to inflate. 




The cuff will inflate to a pressure of 180 mmHg. If this 
inflation is not sufficient for measurement, the cuff will 
automatically reinflate to a pressure of 210. 240 or 280 
mmHg until pressure is suitable for measurement. The 
unit cannot be inflated over a pressure of 280 mmHg.

When a measurement needs to be made again, the time 
between 2 measurements must be at least 1 0 minutes. 

Automatic Power OFF Function 

If the unit is left on after measurement, an "Automatic 
Power-OFF Function" turns the power off after approximate- 
ly 3 minutes. To continue with another measurement press 
the "Power" switch to turn the unit on.
